The spirited Taunton eleven, coached by Ed Buckley, our third coach in 
four years, completed its best season since 1951, with a record of seven wins and 
two defeats. Getting off to a slow start, Taunton opened with a 14-12 loss to 
New Bedford Voke at New Bedford. Penalties and fumbles hurt the Orange 
and Black club considerably; however, the team showed lots of spirit with touch- 
downs being scored by Jess Almeda and Tom Lawson. 

The Herri n gtowners broke into the win column with their second game 
by pulling a surprising upset over a strong Attleboro team with a 19-13 score. 
Tallies were made by Ed Carvalho and Jesse Almeda. Tom Lawson carried the 
ball in the backfield while Ron Beals, "Red" McGuire, John Fernandes, and Ron 
Craven were outstanding in the line. The Buckley men made it two straight 
victories by defeating Cambridge Latin 20-12. The team as a whole looked better 
than ever with Don Reilly playing exceptionally well in the quarter-back spot 
and baffling the Cantabs during the entire game. Almeda and Carvalho chalked 
up the scores while Bob Tessier was particularly strong on defense. 

Trying for its third straight win, Taunton was trounced by the high-scoring, 
undefeated Wareham gridsters, 32-6. Ed Carvalho climaxed a Taunton drive 
by taking the ball over from the Wareham one yard line for the Herringtowners' 
lone score. 

One of the Herringtowners' most impressive wins came at the expense of 
undefeated, "Class B" New Bedford with a score of 20-0. Taunton looked very 
strong during the whole game. Substitute back, Eddie Foster, carried the ball 
for five gains in the place of injured Jesse Almeda. John Fernandes, Paul Morin, 
and "Red" McGuire were outstanding in the line. The following week Taunton 
tripped "Class B" Durfee, 13-6, spearheaded by a spectacular performance in 
running and pass defense by Capt Jess Almeda, who scored all of Taunton's 
points. "Red" McGuire and Bob Tessier again stood out on defense with "Abe" 
DeMoura, Ron Beals, and Ron Medas leading the Taunton defense. 



Next the Herringtowners dumped the Somerset eleven 23-6. It was the fifth 
triumph for the high spirited Taunton team, Al Scully, Don Reilly, Tom Lawson, 
and Almeda accounted for the scoring with 12, 6, 2, and 1 points respectively. 
In the next to the last clash of the season Taunton edged North Attleboro in a 
6-0 thriller. Long runs by Ed Carvalho, Jesse Almeda, and Tom Lawson set up 
the lone tally, taken over by Almeda. Taunton's line was exceptionally strong 
as North Attleboro, one of the heaviest teams in the area, found them a stone 
wall time and time again. 

During the season the team was led by Captain Jesse Almeda, who did 
an excellent job. Congratulations and thanks go also to Coach Buckley, the cheer- 
leaders, the majorettes, and the band, who kept the spirits high during the season. 
Besides winning the Bristol County championship, the city title and trophy, and 
finishing very high in Class C rating, Taunton High dominated the 1954 All- 
Bristol-County selections. On the first team were Jess Almeda, Bob Tessier, and 
Don Reilly. The second club held berths for Al Scully, "Red" McGuire, Ron 
Craven, John Fernandes, and Ed Carvalho, while those securing positions on 
the third eleven were Ron Beals, "Abe" DeMoura, and Tom Lawson. Receiving 
honorable mention were Ed LaFleur, Ed Foster, Ron Medas, and George Pina. 
Ed Buckley was very justly chosen Coach of the Year. Throughout the year 
the team's scoring was led by Jess Almeda with 47 points, Tom Lawson, 28, Ed 
Carvalho, 26, and Al Scully, 19. In closing, we wish next year's club, piloted 
by Ed Carvalho, all the luck and success we feel they deserve. We know 
they'll he trying their hardest. Good luck, fellows! 

In a flash of glory Taunton won the county championship and the city title 
by bombing rival Coyle, 32-0. The two outstanding plays or the game were a 
blocked punt by George Pina, recovered by "Abe" DeMoura for initial score, 
and a 76 yard run by fullback Tom Lawson, who took scoring honors of the 
game with 19 points on three touchdowns and one extra point. The other scores 
were made by Al Scully on a pass from Jess Almeda and an extra point scored 
by Almeda.

BASKETBALL REVIEW

The Taunton High basketball team completed a twenty-game schedule 
with a record of seven wins and thirteen losses. This over-all record does not 
indicate the excellent brand of ball that was played during the entire season. 
The team bounced off their 1954-55 basketball campaign by grabbing victories 
in their first three games. These were played against Archbishop Williams of 
Braintree, Falmouth, and North Attleboro. Then the Orange and Black lost 
a close eontestto Braintree by a 48-46 score. Their second loss came at the hands 
of Attleboro, 70-52. Taunton snapped their two-game losing streak by edging 
Falmouth 53-52. Again, the Herringtowners dropped into a slump by losing 
their next three tilts to New Bedford High, Weymouth, and Durfee. 

The Durfee game was certainly the thriller of the year. The decision of this 
hard-fought contest was not determined until the last minute of play when 
Durfee pulled ahead to win by a 61-59 margin. With spirits high, Taunton then 
proceeded to hand inter-city rival, Coyle, a 64-51 defeat Having a record of 
li\ e wins and four losses to this point, the Orange and Black hoopsters lost their 
next six games to shatter all hopes of entering the Class A Tech Tourney. Their 
only other two wins came at the expense of Coyle to retire the Mulcahy trophy 
to Taunton High for another year. The Herringtowners entered the Bay State 
Tournament but were eliminated by Brockton in the initial contest, 73-61. ■ 

In the personnel department, senior Fred Boehner led the team in scoring 
with 226 points. Fred was also selected on the Gazettes all Bristol first team. 
Other high scorers were sophomore Gene Founder with 186 points; senior Lou 
Dovner, who missed almost half the games through doctor's orders, with 122' 
Junior Pete Wayslow with 120 to his credit; and Captain Larry Silvia with 100 
points. 

The future for basketball at Taunton High under the excellent handling of 
Coach Bob Daly certainly looks promising. Lots of success to Coach Daly and 
his squad of the future. 




J. V. BASKETBALL 

The junior varsity basketball team experienced a very successful season, 
completing the campaign with a record of fifteen victories and three losses. 

The J. V.'s began their season with wins over Archbishop Williams, Fal- 
mouth, North Attleboro, and Braintree. They continued in this victorious fashion 
for their first fourteen mimes. During this time the team developed an intense 
spirit to win and forceful determination which lasted the entire season. They 
suffered their first loss, however, to New Bedford High when the Orange and 
Black experienced a poor night both offensively and defensively. Next. Taunton 
lost to Durfee at Fall River in a bitterly contested game which resulted in a 52-42 
score. Win number fifteen for the J. V.'s came at the expense of Coyle. In the 
final game of the year Taunton lost to New Bedford Vocational to round out a 
triumphant basketball season. 

The junior varsity squad was certainly filled with outstanding basketball 
material. In fact many of the starters were called upon to fill vacancies on the 
varsity team and also to strengthen the support on the bench. Leading the 
offensive for the J. V.'s was Junior Pete Wayslow.
